President Donald Trump doubled 
down on his call for construction of a 
border wall Monday just hours after 
one U.S. Border Patrol agent was killed 
and another injured 
while working in a re- 
mote area of western 
Texas. 

The Department of 
Homeland Security did 
not immediately say 
how Agent Rogelio Mar- 
tinez was killed Sunday, 
but a Border Patrol 
spokesman said the incident did not 
involve an exchange of gunfire. 

Authorities said the two agents 
were responding to activity along In- 
terstate 10 near Van Horn, Texas, when 
they were injured. Martinez’s partner,

Court reverses 
moms loss of 
parental rights

In a rare move, the state Court of 
Appeals has reversed a decision that 
severed a mother’s rights to her two 
children, saying state child-welfare 
workers presented a case “not suffi- 
ciently rooted in the evidence.” 

The court cited numerous flaws in 
the evidence — or alack thereof — pre- 
sented by a Department of Child Safe- 
ty caseworker, as well as a state-ap- 
pointed psychologist who evaluated 
the mother.
